Request for Continued Examination 

1 . The amendment to the instant application was entered on 13 July 2006. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 27 July 2006 and 28 July 2006 
was filed after the mailing date of the Notice of Allowance on 6 April 2006. The submission is 
in compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1 .97.

3. Claims 1-20 allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. 

4. As to claims 1, 8 and 1 5, the prior art of record fails to teach or reasonably suggest a 
device for emitting output light or a method for manufacturing such a device, the device 
including a light source or semiconductor device that emits light of a blue wavelength, a 
wavelength-shifting region including Group IIB element Selenide activated with Copper, 
Chlorine, Fluorine, Bromine or Silver, the wavelength-shifting region further including a 
Gallium Sulfide based phosphor. 

5. As to claims 2-7, claims 2-7 are allowable for the limitations of claim 1 and the 
dependency of claims 2-7 from claim 1 . 
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6. As to claims 9-14,claims 9-14 are allowable for the limitations of claim 8 and the 
dependency of claim 9-14 from claim 8. 

7. As to claims 16-20, claims 16-20 are allowable for the limitations of claim 8 and the 
dependency of claims 16-20 from claim 15.
